United Slates, Mrs. Glyn will meet them 
in San Francisco in the spring, when they 
will return to England together.

Glyn's daughters are said to be the two 
most beautiful children in England. 
Ju- 


liette, the elder, is only 15. 


One of the chief evils of divorce, in the 


opinion of many persons, is that which 
has to do with the future of children of 
separated couples.

big- Episcopal Cathedral on the Crocker block on Nob Hill 
since the elevation picture of those plans was published in the 
newspapers. The plans were made in London, which is natural 
enough when it is considered that the Episcopalian Church of 
America had its descent from old Henry VIII 's Church of 
England. They are of the typical Gothic, which is considered 
in England the altogether proper thing for Cathedrals—and 
they show the twin spires so familiar in the pictures of the 
English cathedral towns. Altogether, they seem to lack the 
element of originality in a marked degree, though the edifice 
will unquestionably ha\*e a formal dignity and a proper 
beauty, which our Catholic Cathedral on Van Ness avenue so 
conspicuously lacks. 


But now the question arises—How will the Gothic stand an 


earthquake? What are you going to do with flying buttresses 
forty feet high when you have a temblor like that of April 18, 
1906? Such flying buttresses, if made of stone in the good old 
English fashion—one block cemented upon another—would 
crumble like adobe. It will Be necessary to arrange some sort 


of steel construction for the core of such buttresses 'and then 
face the steel with stone. There will also have to be a lot of 
steel with stone facings on towers and interior columns; 
so it is not going to be easy to fit these English architectural 
notions to our peculiar conditions. 


The Masons have been talking of a far more ambitious 


structure on an adjoining lot. They lun e been discussing the 
Huntiugton block next door to the Cathedral site as a proper 
home for their new temple! The project is in the keeping of 
Reuben H. Lloyd, Frank Pierce, Tom Flint and other promi- 
nent Masons. The Huntiugton lot is the property purchased 
by old Collis P. Huntington from the vddcw of David D. Colton, 
and 011 it stood the only really good bit of architecture on all 
Nob Hill. The Colton house -was the reproduction in smaller 
size of a famous Italian palace, and in it at, the time of the 
fire was the collection of pictures on which1 $1.000,000 of in- 
surance had been secured.

That temple is to 
cost three or four times as much as the $1,000,000 Cathedral of 
the Episcopalians, though the site is only about half the size

Three of the regicides who participated in the deed were themselves instantly killed by the soldiers 
guarding'the royal carriage, while.one who was placed under arrest committed suicide in prison. 


It is charged that one of the murderers was a Spaniar named L'ordova.

The royal family were return ng from Villa Vicosa, where they had been sojourning.

Henry IWa/oon Gives Interesting Account 


of Place Once Used as Pony Express 


Terminus. 


"The oldest building standing on Broad- 


way today, "said Henry Maloon. formarly 
license Insj ector of this city and for some 
years engaged in tho house-moving busi- 
ness, than whom thers Is no better in- 
formed mzT as regards ths early histc.., 
ot this cit.-, "is on tne east side of tin 
main thoroughfare 
between First 
anil 


Second streets. It 
Is two stories 
In 


height. 
It is of frame construction but 


I can not t-11 you when It was built. Our j 
family cano to Oakland In 1S53 and th'i 
building was then In existence and ha'l 
been in u; e for some time. 


"Aa I ismember, It was one of the 


most Important buildings, not only 1 1 
this city but also in this vicinity. 
It 


was'the ci nter of excitement for a num- 
ber of years. I do not know how long it 
will remaiT here to link the present win 
the past, 'mt it Is far from being as sub- 
stantial a-i It was at the time I refer to, 
although it was then by no means >ounj:. 


"I visited It only a few days ago and 


saw the peculiar boards and flooring 
which were common at that time. Th 
lumber of which it was built was brought 
from Redwood Peak, where, at the time, 
there were five sawmills in full operation, 
but they have since disappeared. 


"The building was about sixty-five feet 


in length and twenty-frve feet In width. 
The front Is still flush with the lot line 
but tha south side seems somewhat Inse- 
cure and has accordingly bee,n braced 
by heavy timbers for the purpose of keep- 
Ing it presumably from collapsing on that 
side. 


"As there has been some improvement 


in that section In the past few years, I 
would not be surprised if this old land 
mark would soon be compelled to make 
wav for a more modern structure.

STAGE ROUTE TERMINUS. 


"In fact, the~~city of Oakland In thosfi 
ays was centered wjthin a couple of 
ocks of the estuary and ret this old 
ulldlng was one of the farthest away 
r-om the part of the town, which was 
ally considered the heart of the burg. 
"The building is now used as a 
ooper, and some kind of a machine 
hop, 
but in the early day It was de- 


oted to purposes that were then es- 
eemed to be of much greater Import- 


The building was the terminus of the 


verland stage route. 
Tnere, all 
the 


tages running between 
Sacramento, 


tockton, Copperopolls and Milton came 
0 the end of their Journey and It was 
rom there that they took their depart- 
re for the east and north. At that 
,me there were very rich copper de- 
oslts near both Copperopolls and Mll- 
on.!The arrival and the departure of a 
tage in thoso days wera one of the mos1 
ntertaining features of the life of the 
lace and both were witnessed with the 
reatest interest on the part of the resi- 
ents of the place. Those who were go- 


were bidden good-bye with consider- 


ble formality and the purpose of new- 
omers was speculated on by all the by- 
tanders. 
"The stage-drivers of those days were 
lot all of the melo-dramatic character 
which one finds sometimes in novels o 
be early day In California, but there 
•ere some of them who liked to make 
1 stunning appearance as they whipped 
up their horses for the purpose of mak 
ng a flying trip up to disembarking place 
This was not an easy thing to do for the 
•eason that the streets, such as they 
were, were thick with sand and the tlrei 
lorses, after a hard pull over the coun 
ry, were not able, as a general thing 
to make much of a spurt in bringing the 
run to a close. 


"My recollection Is that the stage line 


at the time was run by a man named 
Overacker, 


"This building was also the terminus 


of still another stage line. 
The stages 


of this latter traveled between Oakland, 
and towns which are now in 
Contra 


'osta 
county, although the 
territory 


which is now covered by Oakland was 
at that time also In Contra Costa coun- 
ty, tile county of Alameda not having 
been formed till some time later. 
The 


towns referred to in Contra Costa coun- 
ty were 
Lafayette, 
Concord, 
Walnut 


Creek and Martinez, All of these places, 
with the exception of Concord, have long 
been connected with this city by means 
of- steam railways. 


"Some of those Contra Costa stages 


were driven by the Moore boys, brothers 
of A. A. Moore, the distinguished attor- 
ney whose home is in this city. I am 
satisfied that that gentleman has, on 
many occasions, ridden on those stages 
between this city and the Contra Costa 
points referred to. I remember distinct- 
ly that one of ths Moore brothers, the 
same who is now the representative ol 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
at the crossing at Seventh and Webster 
streets, was one of the drivers. There 
was a dally trip. The stage would leave 
here in the morning of one day and re- 
turn on the next day. 
As I recall it, 


there was quite an amount of patronage 
even in thnse days. 


"The building In mind was not only 


the stage terminus, but it was also the 
headquarters of what was then kno' 
as the Aatma Express Company. This 


I concern al = o did some kind of banking 
business, but I can not tell what became 
of it. I think it burst. 


PONY EXPRESS INTERESTING. 


"But, more Interesting to me was thi 


pony express, which also terminated a 
the place I speak of. You know that thi 


j pony express extended across the conti. 
nent. There were relays of ponies at va 
rious places and from the back of on 
pony the bag was transferred to the re 
llevlng horse with, lightning-like rapid 
ty. The 'men rode like centaurs. They 
had the fastest kind of horses In fact, 
the horses were mustangs trained only 
to ride, and they were trained well. If 
some of those mustangs could be put 
against the horses which are running 
out at the park these days there would 
be an Interesting showing. 


•Those riders were always a source of 


Interest to me. They used to come and 
go with a fieetness which was really re- 
markable ,-ind, notwithstanding that they 
had ridden many miles, they generally 
professed to not have been at all af- 
fected by the effort. 
I think that tho 


first relay outside of Oakland was some- 
where beyond San Leandro. 


FIRST POSTOFFICE. 


'Additional Importance was imparted 


to this historic building by the fact that 
it also served the community as the post- 
office and. If I am not mistaken, it was 
the first ortce of the kind which was es- 
tablished In this city. 
The office was 


there, however, under protest and finally 
was moved to a point on the west side of 
Broadway, between what Is now Water 
street and First street. The reason for 
the change, as It was stated, was that 
the old site at the stage terminus was too 
far from the 
'business district.' And 


yet, the distance was scarcely more than 
a block, but in those days. It must be 
remembered that a block was a long dis- 
tance when one had to 
pull oneself 


through the sandy street and perhaps the 
bruyh which was all around. 


"I remember that soon afterward some 


one of the newspapers in San Francisco 
hired by brother Frank to serve Its sub- 
scribers In this city, but after a couple 
of days straggling through the trees and 
the brush to flnd the subscribers, he gava 
the Job np In disgust. 


"Now that I am speaking about that 


section of the city, I wonder why no 
person has ever looked Into the matter 
of a pleas of property which was some 
year ago given to the city for fire house 
purposes. The property consisted of 
lot. It was situated on the east side of 
Broadway between Water 
and First 


streets. There wa§ a house where the 
saloon now stands at the northeast cor- 
ner of Broadway and Water street. Next 
to the north of that was the livery stable 
of Shattuck & Hlllegas. The lot I refer 
to was Immediately north of that stable 
There was an engine house on 't. At the 
time, the head at the flrs fighters was a 
man named Davidson and he left thai 
lot hi trust with Col. John Scott for the 
city of Oakland to be used as a site for 
a fire engine house. 
Whether the glC 


was complete, or whether It was los 
sight ot, r have never learned. It woul. 
be Interesting to le«m whether or not 
th« city owpS that property «tin."
